SUNDAY'S ACCIDENT. 


More About the Lake tfepln Dis- 


aster. 


SEVENTY -OSE BODIES RECOYERED. 


Tho Number of the Victims Not So 


Great as at First Reported—Search- 


ing for the Dead—Wrecking 


the Capsized Boal. 


LAKE CITY, Minn., July 15.—The ex- 


citement consecjuent upon the awful 
events of Sunday night, as reported ex- 
clusively by the United Pross, has now 
nearly subsided, and the scene of the 
wreck of tho steamer Sea U'lng has now 
a prominent place In the history of tko 
greatest catastrophe that ever occurred 
in this vicinity. All day long tho res- 
cuing crews have been at work on the 
wro»k in the continued search for bodies 
of tho victims. 
Two small steamers at- 


tached lines to tho overturned Sea Wing 
and succeeded in hauling her nearer 
the shore, where during tho day the 
corps of volunteers, 
with axes and 


picks, succeeded In cutting away all of 
the Inner walls and partitions irf the 
two decks of the boat, leaving only tho 
bare hull, which will probably bo blown 
up with dynainito. 


The rescuing parties succeeded In 


taking seventeen more bodies from the 
wrecked steamer up to six o'clock last 
night, which, In addition to tho fifty- 
two taken to Red Wing, ono picked up 
on tho shore of the lake near this city 
and another a milo above tho wreck, 
brings tho total number of bodies re- 
covered up to sevonty-ono. 


The body picked up near Lake City 


was that of a woman as yot unidenti- 
fied. Tho one found above the wreck 
was that of John Peterson, of Rod 
Wing. 


All day long the first battery of artil- 


lery 
National (Juards State 
Militia 


from St. Paul has been Bring ovor the 
lake at Intervals of every flvo minutes 
In the hope of raising sorno of the 
bodies yot at the bottom of tho lake, 
away from tho direct vicinity of the 
wreck. 


It is now reported that tho officers of 


the lll-fatod steamer wero more or loss 
under tho influence of liquor when the 
boat started from Lako City on ths 
homeward journey. 


Tho number known to have boon saved 


is now estimated at ab<mt feovonty-flvO; 
which loaves about one ljundrod and 
fifteen people thought to havo perished 
In tho wreck. This number will un- 
doubtedly be diminished as full returns 
come in cf those who escaped. 


From all that, can be learned, 
the* 


storm did not seriously affect any other 
locality than the vicinity of Lake City, 
Some of tho crops ou the farms near 
here, which were in tho path of tho 
hurricano, wore nioro or less damaged 
by wind and hail. 
The damage to 


buildings at Lake City will not proba- 
bly exceed 8100,000, all told, and may 
fall considerably short of thoso fig- 
ures. 


The bodies recovered yesterday wera 


taken to Red Wing lasi evening by a 
steamer, where they will be identified; 
as fast as possible.

Tho cono- 
shapcd cloud swept every thing boforo 
it, carrying a number of horses into tho 
lake along with the bodies of three per- 
sons not yet reco\ered. Tho path of 
the cyclono left an awful wako of bar- 
ren country so piled up with broken 
trees and debris as to bo almost im- 
passablo. 


At Lako Pepln tho bluffs of the Mis- 


sissippi rise hundreds of foot high on 
either sldo, forming a gorge or canyon, 
down which tho hurricane swept with 
resistless force. 
At tho point whoro

to death, a long 


sandbar runs out into tho lake. Hero, 
even In comparatively mild storms, tho 
waves run very high. 
When tho storm- 


beaten boat was driven near this bar the 
fury of tho wind was at its hoight,lt was 
blown over by tho wind and engulfed by 
tho monstrous waves as if it had been a 
fragile egg-shell. 


The town of Red Wing.where so many 


of the excursionists lived,Is in tho midst 
cf tho deepest mourning, all business 
being abandoned and tho stores closed. 
In the homes of many families lie tho 
silent dead, while others wait in dread- 
ful suspense for tidings of the missing.

COSTLY FLAMES. 


ft. Destructive Fire In the Olty of Dttllaa. 


DALLAS, Tex., July IB.-A flro was 


discovered in the Gould building on 
Commerce street at 1B:45 a. m., yester- 
day morninjr, which destroyed in two 
hours, three of the handsomest build- 
ln(f in the city, the Gould building, the 
Henderson building and the Board of 
Trade buildings. 


The buildings burned and the losses 


are as follows: 


Board of Trade, three stories and a 


basement, 75x100 feet, corner Lamar 
and Commerce streets; loss, $50,000; In- 
surance, SS8.000. 
In this building were

The Gould building was the property 


of Itfajor R. V. Tompkins. who la absent 
in Kansas City, but an estimate of his 
loss fixes it at 535,000; insurance $!.V 


000. 
This building was used by the 


Texas & Pacific Railway Company for 
their general Southwestern headquar- 
ters. Tho actual loss of the company is 
estimated at 8'25,000. Tho amount of 
insurance is uncertain. It being on a 
general line of course the company sus- 
tained irreparable damage in the loss 
of papers, schedules, etc., which can 
never bo replaced. 
A large supply of 


tickets wero in a safe and they are 
thought to be secure. 


The Henderson building was the prop- 


erty of Mr. .T. E. Henderson and was oc- 
cupied by the Texas & Pacific railway 
people and a nnmbof of other tenants. 
It was valued at 8-JU.OOO, and insured for 
half that amount.
